“The goal of SUAVE is to make 
Salisbury safe for everyone by pro- 
moting activism against violence 
towards said Will 
Schimpf, Resident Director of 
Dogwood and member of SUAVE.

violence and sexual assault against 
women in honor of April being 
National Sexual Assault Awareness 
Month. 

Several members of the commu- 
nity along with members of the 
Life Crisis Center and Salisbury 
University attended carrying signs 
and candles. 

The area in front of the Salisbury 
Courthouse displayed shirts rais- 
ing awareness of violence against 
women. 

“Each shirt was made by women 
at the Life Crisis Center and each 
color represents a different type of 
violence they were faced with,” 
said Dee Copeland of the Life 
Crisis Center. The shirts were 
made as part of a therapeutic 


recovery program from women at 
the center. Participants displayed 
slogans such as, “Life is too short 
to live in pain, I deserve better.” 

Several speeches were made 
before the march and candle vigil. 
One of the speeches was by a 
woman who, along with her fami- 
ly, experienced these cruelties first- 
hand. 

“These things happen in our 
community everyday, one in three 
women will be beaten, and one in 
five will be sexually assaulted,” said 
Michelle Hughes, 
Director of the Life Crisis Center, 
in her speech.

Speeches were also made by 
members of the .criminal justice 
system and prosecuting attorneys 
of Salisbury. 

Following the speeches, a song 
was sung for the victims of these 
crimes and then a candlelight vigil 
was held. 

The Take Back the Night March 
followed the vigil and went into 
the twilight hours on Wednesday. 

The march was led by a woman 
whose family member was the vic- 
tim of sexual assault and followed 
by several dozen students and 
members of the community carry- 
ing signs and pickets with slogans 
such as “End Violence to Women 
NOW” and “Men Can Change” to 
raise awareness of sexual assault 
and violence.

Administration warns against 
alternate Field Day plans

The Board of Regents for 
Maryland’s public universities has 
approved a.new misconduct policy 
ordering expulsion as the primary 
punishment for students who par- 
ticipate in riots or other acts of 
aggression that occur at institution- 
sponsored events held on or off 
campus. 

This policy is meant to prevent 
the kind of violence seen at last 
years Field Day and at the 
University of Maryland, College 
Park in 2002 when students rioted 
after Maryland’s loss to Duke 
University in the Men’s Basketball 
Final Four. 

According to the official policy, 
any misconduct that results in harm 
to persons or property or otherwise 
poses a threat to the stability of the 
campus or campus community 
such as rioting, assault, theft, van- 
dalism, and fire setting is a violation 
of the code of conduct. Following a 
campus judicial proceeding, the 
responsible party or parties will be 
suspended or expelled ‘and the inci- 
dent will be noted on the student’s 


transcript. Students who receive 


suspension will not be permitted to 
attend any one of the 13 schools in 
the University of Maryland system 
for the duration of their suspen- 
sion. Students who receive expul- 
sion will not be permitted to attend. 


a University of Maryland school for 
one year. 

According to University Police 
Chief Edwin Lashley, student safety 
is first and foremost in the minds of 
the university as well as the SU 
police department. “We can go 
back as early as last year and we can 
find that such celebrations [at Field 
Day] created an atmosphere that 
was unsafe for students and the 
community in which our students 
reside,” he said. “So the key mes- 
sage is to be responsible adults and 
when you consider assemblies in 
celebratory situations, just keep in 
mind that public safety is fore- 
most.” 

Recounting last years’ events, 
Lashley said, “It was a celebration 
that got out of hand. It escalated 
from a point of just a docile gather- 
ing to a large-scale party and the 
escalation was a result of the con- 
tinued influence by alcohol. Here 
was the burning of a couch, stu- 
dents climbing on rooftops and 


cars, and a wet t-shirt contest. 
These types of activities invite ele- 
ments from the surrounding com- 
munity that integrates with our stu- 
dents and as a result you have con- 
flicts and fights. T was there when 


the 2002 Maryland-Duke riots 
broke out and I know what can 
happen.” 

SU Dean of Students Dr. Edwin 
Cowell stresses his concern for stu- 
dents who will damage their perma- 
nent records if they take part in the 
upcoming “Anti-Field Day” activi- 
ties. “It would really hurt me deeply 
to think that all the good that I 


‘know our students do, whether it 


be on campus or beyond, could 
possibly be tarnished or forgotten 
by one single event,” he said. 
According to Salisbury City 
police Chief Allan Webster, every 
available unit in the county will be 
patrolling the Salisbury area on 
May 6. This includes the Maryland 
State Police, City Police, Fruitland 
Police, and SU Police. Authorities 
will make arrests for alcohol and 
noise violations. At press time, 
authorities stated that there is a pos- 
sibility that Maryland State Police 
will set up sobriety check points. 
Additionally, in collaboration 


with State’s Attorney Davis Ruark, 

Webster has announced that all 

alcohol violations will go directly to 

court; there will be no first offend- 
ers program. He said, “My hope is 
that nothing will occur. T hope stu- 
dents will behavior appropriately. 
But last year, we had couches burn- 
ing in the streets and dumpsters on 
fire. I’m not putting up with it this 
year.” 

University officials have clearly 
stated that whether or -not Field 
Day returns to SU will rely, solely 
upon the behavior of students on 
May 6. “It’s really within their con- 
trol. We hope that they exercise a 
good degree of thought and care 
about the kind of power that they 
have right now,” said Cowell, “The 
focus should be graduation, moving 
up to finals, and ending the semes- 
ter in a properly productive man- 
ner; and we want to help [them] do 
that...However, we are going to 
make sure that were doing every- 
thing we can to help ensure that 
there’s a safe environment to do so. 
What we witnessed last year was 
not a safe environment.” 





Judge Bell addresses justice and social change

Maryland’s Chief Judge Robert 
Bell spoke in Halloway’s Great Hall 
last Tuesday about issues concerning 
justice and social change. His 
speech was part of the Salisbury 
University Center for Conflict 
Resolution’s “One Person Can 
Make a Difference” lecture series. 

“Judge Bell is a great role model 
and is highly respected not only in 
the black community, but every- 
where you go,” said Mary Ashanti, 


President of the Wicomico County 
NAACP. 

Bell, raised in a black community 
in Baltimore, was a major player 
during the Civil Rights Movement 
and in 1996 was the first African 
American to be appointed Chief 


Judge of the state’s highest court. 


Bell became the only active judge in 
Maryland‘ to have served at least 
four years on all four levels of the 
state’s judiciary. 

During his speech, Executive 
Director of the Judiciary of 
Maryland Rachel Wohl, interviewed 


Bell. 

Bell promotes Alternative Dispute 
Resolution, which allows the courts 
to use mediation and other methods 
to solve cases that have remain unre- 
solved through other means. 

“T think that this speech helped to 
raise awareness about the Conflict 
Resolution Center here on campus 
and how there is a community 
that ' the 
University can take advantage of,” 
said Junior Jenna Caling. 

Ashanti said Bell was her hero and 
thought, the stories told by Bell

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SU prepares for change

In recent months university offi- 
cials have discussed two major 
changes that would affect both 
students and faculty. The first pro- 
posed change in the form of a 
tuition increase has the potential 
to impact in and out of state stu- 
dents. When SU administration 
submitted its budget to the 
University System of Maryland 
Board of Regents, there was a pro- 
posed 4.5% increase in tuition 
rates. The increase was needed to 
properly balance SU’s budget, but 
was turned down by Governor 
Ehrlich and his legislators. 
Negotiations with the Board of 
Regents followed, and Ehrlich 
decided to allocate funds to SU’s 
budget to eliminate the need for 
an increase. This will keep in-state 
undergraduate tuition at the cur- 
rent rate, but will cause out-of- 
state undergraduate costs to 
increase by 1.7%, or $216.00, and 
graduate costs will rise by 4.4% 

At a recent SGA Forum, Vice 
President of Administration and 
Finance Grieg Mitchell character- 
ized the tuition freeze as “Some

According to Director of 


Athletics Dr. Michael Vienna, the 
Athletics Department has identi- 
fied several beneficial factors of an 
artificial turf. 


“One key point is that the cur- 
rent natural field is hard to main- 
tain, where as an artificial turf can 
handle the “wear and tear” of 

sports as well as in-climate weath- 
er,” he said. This artificial turf will 
consist of artificial grass and dirt

very good news. [These are] the 
very very lowest increases in fees 
and charges in who knows how 
long.” 

Although the budget modifica- 
tions may come as a relief to some, 
Mitchell said that students can 
anticipate increased costs in the 
near future. 

“The reality is that the increas- 
ing costs of energy will probably in 
the next year drive residence hall 
rates up. This time next year we 
may be looking at some more sig- 
nificant increases.” In addition to 
the increased energy rates, mainte- 
nance and repairs to aging dormi- 
tories and buildings would cause 
fees to increase. Mitchell did not 
specify exactly who would experi- 
ence those increased costs, or 
when they would occur. 

This past Tuesday marked ‘what 
could have been the start of a com- 
plete overhaul of the current cred- 
it-based curriculum. In the present 
system most classes are worth 
three credit hours, and labs are 
worth four. Each semester stu- 
dents typically take five classes to 
earn 15 credit hours. The Faculty 
Senate voted against adopting a 
course-based curriculum system in 


which classes are worth four credit 
hours, but students would only 
take four classes each semester. 
The final vote count was 159-147. 

According to faculty proponents 
of the change, by requiring stu- 
dents to take four rather than five 
classes, course-based systems allow 
students to spend more time 
studying and completing enrich- 
ment activities and projects. If the 
new system had been accepted, 
Salisbury would be the first 
University in the state system to 
have a course-based curriculum. 

Those not in favor of the new 
system said that the proposal was 
too large a change to make and 
could be complicated in certain 
situations, such as accepting trans- 
fer students from credit-based 
institutions. 

Although the course-based pro- 
gram was rejected, SU officials 
plan on looking at other ways to 
revise the university curriculum. 

“...the investigation and debate 
of the idea has suggested various 
changes to the current system that 
we will implement in the coming 
years,” said Provost Buchanan in a 
recent e-mail, “The entire process 
has been healthy and illustrates the 


field to turn into 


known as the infill. 

Another critical aspect, as 
expressed by Vienna is the issue of 
drainage. During periods of heavy 
rainfall the natural field is subject 
to collecting puddles which can 
result in delayed playing times, 
players being force to play on the 
weathered field or the cancellation 
of games all together. Artificial turf 
will drain water from the turf, pro- 
viding preferable playing condi- 
tions. 

Funding was never a serious 
issue, according to Dr. Vienna. 
However, finding a proper time to 
begin construction is. Vienna said 
that since the beginning of the 
lacrosse season immediately fol- 
lows football season, it’s important 






to pick a time that doesn’t conflict 
with practices as well as games. For 
this reason the department would 
hopefully like to begin construc- 
tion this coming winter, immedi- 
ately after football season and 
before the beginning of lacrosse 
season. 

According to Vienna the instal- 
lation of artifical turf will put 
Salisbury on equal footing with its 
competition. Rival schools are 
either in the process of installing 
artificially fields, already have 
them or are looking towards this 
change. 

Officials at the Athletics 
Department are not the only sup- 
porters of this change. 

“Tm excited about it,” said stu- 
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concept of shared governance in 
action.” 

The recent tuition freeze and 
attempt to implement the course- 
based curriculum system were 
both presented as changes that 
would improve the university's 
reputation and standing among 
other colleges in the University of 
Maryland System. In her recent 
State of the University address, 
President Janet Dudley-Eschbach 
announced that the Board of 
Regents for the University System 
of Maryland named SU as “one of 
only two ‘enrollment growth insti- 
tutions’ within the System.” This 
means that The University System 
sees unfulfilled potential and offi- 
cials must find ways to bring it 
about. Static tuition rates and a 
unique curriculum would have the 
potential to attract new students 
and increase freshman enrollment, 
but there has been no official word 
yet on how administrators plan to 
prevent tuition from drastically 
increasing after next year or what 
will be done with the curriculum 
system to make it meet the guide- 
line set out by the university sys- 
tem.

Creation vs. Design debated at symposium

This past Saturday the Philosophy 
department hosted the 26th Annual 
Philosophy Symposium “Evolution 


and Design—Conflicting Views of 


the Universe?” in Henson Hall to 
debate the theory of evolution ver- 
sus the theory of creationism, or 
intelligent design. This year’s sym- 
posium was dedicated as a tribute 
event to the late Charles “Chuck” 
Fulton, benefactor of the Fulton 
School of Liberal Arts, of which the 
philosophy department is a part of. 

Approximately 120 students, fac- 
ulty, alumni, and Salisbury commu- 
nity members gathered for the 
morning session to hear Dr. Michael 
Ruse of Florida State University’s 
Philosophy department and Dr. 
Patrick Byrne of Boston College's 
Philosophy department give sepa- 
rate presentations on their opposing 
views of the matter. 

In the afternoon session, Ruse, 
Byrne, and the audience heard three 
SU faculty members share their 


views of the creationism versus evo- 


lution issue, Assistant Director of 


the Honors Program Dr. Richard 
England, Dr. Kim 


Hunter, 


SU celebrates diversity with Multicultural Week 


Associate Professor of the Biology 
department, and Chair of the 
History department Dr. Maarten 
Pereboom responded to the morn- 
ing presentations and offered their 
perspectives. 

“This is an interesting debate, one 
worth talking about,” said Ruse, 
who, in the afternoon discussion 
said that “J am deeply opposed to 
trying to find God in the world.” 
His arguments placed emphasis on 
Darwin stressing that there should 
be a difference between secular and 
religious beliefs in, regard to science. 
As he stated to Dr. Pereboom during 
the discussion, “As a historian, you 
can't say ‘then a miracle hap- 
pened’...but what about you as a 
Christian?” 

He went on to state that he views 
the world as a complex clock, or a 
functioning machine, with every 
part having a purpose. His basic 
position was in support of a “pur- 
poseful intelligent design” that gave 
the world and all its beings a certain 
complexity. He also raised questions 
that have been expressed in school 
boards all across the nation, more 


recently in Dover, PA, about if the 


notion of “Intelligent Design” is in . 


fact referring to a god. 


Dr. Byrne made a “kind of argu- 
ment from design that is compatible 
with neo-Darwinism thought” and 
built his argument off of the concept 
of “wonder and inquiry in the 
world.” 

Audience members were given an 
opportunity to express their opin- 
ions as well, one of whom was con- 
cerned that the creationism side was 
underrepresented in the debate. 
Another member suggested that the 
discussion should look at the two 
theories from other points of view 
other than Judeo-Christian creation- 
ism, and look towards other reli- 
gions and their creation stories. Dr. 
Byrne commented on this and said 
“The United states is a weird place, 
and it boggles my mind as to what 
kind of culture we are.” 


In recent years, the controversy of 


whether to teach evolution in 
schools has come to a head, with 


supporters of Creationism wanting 


to keep to a more traditional view of 


the world. The speakers said that 
this debate is not, in fact, about reli- 
gion versus science, but about poli- 
tics and economic power. 
Supporting this, Pereboom said 


“some people feel threatened by the 


advance of knowledge and pursuit of

reason.” 

The symposium was open to the 
public and opened at 9:30 am 
Saturday morning. Following a 
break for lunch, the informal discus- 
sion held at 1:30 pm invited the 
audience members to take part in a 


philosophical discussion ranging 


from topics of the nature of evil and 
morality to the differences of com- 
plexity and randomness in the theo- 
ry of intelligent design. The ran- 
domness was define as a force that 
affects the whole world and a key to 
figuring out “Why,” as Byrne said, 


“this pattern of events is the one that 


happened,” 

Lauren Kaniecki, an SU alumnus 
of the class of ’89, had this to say 
about Saturday's symposium: “] 
think today has helped me realize 
how [Creationism and Evolution] 
are not connected, and that you can 


have a reasonable belief in both.”

apologized to the Chinese president 
for the mishap, but the media and 
people from around the world were 
left with the same question. What 
is the Falun Gong and how are they 
oppressed? 

The Falun Gong is an ancient mix- 
ture of Taoist, Buddhist, and an 
extraterrestrial philosophy that's 
purpose is to self-develop the mind 

and soul. Ever since it's origin in 

1992, whose founder was a man 
named Master Li Hongzhi, the gov- 
ernment has disliked the belief. By 
1996 the Chinese government was 
calling the Falun Gong a false sci- 
ence and in 1999 banned the prac- 
tice of this religion. 

Chinese followers of the Falun 
Gong have been murdered for prac- 
ticing their beliefs. | Amnesty 
International has given a figure of 
around 700 followers of the Falun 
Gong have been executed by the 
Chinese government since 1999.

One theory is that the Falun Gong 
has over 80 million members strong 
in China and the communist party

feels threatened by the majority of 
Falun Gong followers and does not 
want another civil war like the 
Taiping Rising in the mid 1800s. 

However bizarre this religion is, 
one thing is certain. The rights of 
the Falun Gong are severely abused.

meeting earlier this month. What 
is even more bizarre than the reli-

The Salisbury baseball team 
defeated Christopher Newport 
University 13-7 Sunday afternoon 
on Senior Day at Sea Gull Field.
